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Introduction 


The Government of Canada confirmed its 
commitment to the political evolution of the North by 
approving a political and economic framework which has as 
a fundamental goal strengthening political and economic 
institutions in Yukon and the Northwest Territories within the 
Canadian federation. The essential elements of this political 
and economic framework are: 


¢ to transfer all remaining provincial-type programs to the 
territorial governments, including responsibility for 
managing the North’s natural resources; 


to pursue the early settlement of land claims; 


to ensure that there is a full debate in the Northwest 
Territories on the political, economic and fiscal 
implications of division should a northern consensus on 
a boundary emerge; 


¢ to develop sound and stable economies in the North by 
working with territorial governments to encourage 
economic diversification, with special emphasis on 
renewable resource development and tourism; 


¢ to encourage the generation of wealth in the North and 
in Canada as a whole by improving the business climate 
for investors and entrepreneurs through joint federal- 
territorial implementation of the Northern Mineral 
Policy and the development of a Northern Oil and Gas 
Accord; and 


¢ to examine the role and activities of the federal 
government in the North as they relate to the northern 
dimension of Canadian foreign policy and the 
strengthening of Canadian-Arctic sovereignty. 


This approach is a significant and historic step in the 
evolution of territorial governments. It responds to the 
aspirations of northerners for political and economic self- 
determination and is based on a fundamental democratic 
principle of Canadian federalism - the right of Canadians to 
have a say in and benefit from those decisions which directly 
affect them. The transfer of responsibility for managing the 
North’s natural resources to governments directly elected by 
northerners is the primary means to encourage accountable 
and responsible decision making and the development of 
effective political institutions in the North. It will also bring the 
North more clearly into the Canadian political mainstream. 


The federal government cannot, nor should it, uni- 
laterally dictate how northern governments evolve. But it can 
assist this important process by providing a stable and sup- 
portive policy framework so that northern governments evolve 
in a way and at a rate that ensures political stability and sus- 
tainable economic growth. During this period of transition, the 
federal government can encourage the momentum for evolu- 
tionary change by supporting northerners as they establish 
increasingly effective and responsible political institutions. 


The next few years will be particularly important for the 
North -- forging new political frontiers is neither a simple nor 
an expeditious process. It is also not a federal process. It is 
for northerners to decide. Northerners must work out their own 
political and economic destiny. They must do so out of their 
own perceptions of what is valid and by increasingly using their 
own political and economic institutions. The federal govern- 
ment’s role is to assist in realizing those solutions that nor- 
therners themselves identify. 


Background 


Early within its mandate, the federal government 
recognized the need to develop a new political and economic 
policy for the North. The objective was to provide an overall 
context within which government could assess and respond 
to an increasing number of territorial and native proposals on 
a broad range of issues, including political and economic 
development, land claims and the transfer of provincial-type 
programs and responsibilities. The policy was to reflect the 
significant economic and political changes that have occurred 
since the last federal policy statement in 1972 and to address 
the increasing fiscal pressures in the North during a period of 
fiscal restraint. A coherent domestic northern policy was also 
considered an important element of Canadian foreign policy 
and Arctic Sovereignty. 


The Government of Canada will always have a special 
stake in the North because of its geostrategic importance, its 
aboriginal people, its unique environment and the important 
contribution the North may make in the future to national 
energy security. This stake, first clearly articulated by former 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker and reaffirmed by successive 
governments, is expressed in DIAND’s exceptionally broad 
statutory base. In many respects, the Department has the 
power to act as a provincial government in the North. But 
important changes in the expression of the federal role are 
taking place as political and economic changes restructure 
northern society. 


The North is undergoing a rapid political, social and 
economic transformation. In just over 20 years, northern 
governments have assumed most provincial-type respon- 
sibilities; native organizations have undertaken negotiation of 
four comprehensive claims, one of which reached final agree- 
ment in 1984. Moreover, residents of the Northwest Territories 
have embarked on a process which may see the division of 
the NWT into two separate territories with new political institu- 
tions which would reflect ethnic and geographic differences 
between the east and the west. The role of native people has 
also changed substantially since the early 1970s. Native 
organizations have become representative groups with a wide 
range of political, social, environmental and economic concerns 
that go well beyond claims. Their role in the constitutional 
process is one indication that they have become major players 
on the national scene. They are also playing a major role in 
the political evolution of the North. 


This transformation has brought about new expecta- 
tions. But it has also brought together the northern communi- 
ty with its diverse cultures, values and aspirations to address 
a broad range of complex and fundamental political, social, 
economic and environmental issues. These issues ultimately 
turn on the question of the future of the North. 


The North is undergoing a period of discussion and 
debate about its political, economic and social evolution. 
Important, long-term decisions will be made during the next 
few years that will determine how northerners govern and are 
governed, how they will make their livelihoods and how ma- 
jorities treat minorities. The realization that these decisions will 
define the North, its people and their place in Canadian con- 
federation long into the future has given northern politics a unity 
and intensity that have rarely been equalled in Canada. 


There are three interrelated issues that form the heart 
of northern politics - aboriginal rights, political evolution and 
the economy. These issues reflect the different and sometimes 
divergent perceptions and expectations that exist in northern 
society and involve unresolved debates about the future of the 
North. But northerners do agree on one important and 
fundamental issue - the right to political and economic self- 
determination - the right to control decisions which directly 
affect their lives. 


Northerners want to join the Canadian political main- 
stream. They want greater control over land and resources and 
over Programs which, in all other regions of Canada, are the 
responsibility of the provinces. Northerners also expect to 
shape their own political and economic future and to be the 
architects of their own constitutions in ways that reflect the 
unique challenges of the North. In a real sense, the north is 
the ‘unfinished business” of Canadian nation building. 


Evolution of Northern 
Governments 


Government in the North began shortly after confeder- 
ation. On July 15, 1870, Britain transferred all of Rupert’s Land 
and the North-western Territory to Canada. These two huge 
areas of North America included Yukon and the NWT as we 
know them today, all three prairie provinces and parts of On- 
tario and Quebec.Ten years later, Britain also transferred the 
Arctic Islands to Canada. The government agency for this vast 
area was the North West Mounted Police. 


The Yukon 


In 1898, at the peak of its gold rush, the Yukon district 
of the North-West Territories became a separate territory. To 
help preserve order, Parliament passed the Yukon Act which 
established a territorial government. The government consisted 
of a commissioner and a federally appointed council of six. By 
1905, the council had increased to 10 members, five elected 
and five appointed. By 1910, all 10 members were elected. 
However, when the gold rush waned, people began to move 
out. The territorial government then discovered that its politi- 
cal development was far ahead of what was required, and its 
council was reduced to a three-person elected body. Only af- 
ter the Alaska Highway construction of 1942 and Yukon’s post- 
war resource development, was the council to increase again 
in size. In 1951, it grew to five members, and in 1960 to seven. 


In 1979, the Yukon Territorial Council election was 
conducted for the first time under a system of political parties. 
During 1980, the executive committee was replaced by an 
executive council (Cabinet) selected by the elected government 
leader. As well, the federally appointed commissioner withdrew 
from day-to-day operations of government on instruction of the 
minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. Today 
the legislative assembly, as the territorial council is now called, 
consists of 16 elected members. It has an executive which sets 
policy, and each member of the executive has ministerial 
responsibilities for one or more government departments. 
Today, the political system in Yukon operates in much the same 
way as the provinces. 


The Northwest Territories 


By 1905, the Northwest Territories had been greatly 
reduced in size. The Yukon district had become a separate 
territory and all three prairie provinces had come into being. 
The territory was governed by a commissioner and an appoint- 
ed council of up to four members, all based in Ottawa. It was 
not until 1921, with the discovery of oil at Norman Wells, that 
a legislative council for the territory was appointed and the 
present territorial government really had its beginning. So re- 
mote was it and so great the distances, however, that many 
northerners were not even aware of this change. World War 
Il, with new roads and military installations, brought the North 
rapid changes in government. In 1951 Territorial Council mem- 
bership was expanded to eight, three of whom were elected. 
By 1966, the council had increased to 12, with seven elected 
members and five appointees. 


A major change came in 1967 when the seat of territorial 
government moved from Ottawa to Yellowknife. In 1975, the 
territorial council became a fully elected body of 15 persons, 
the majority of whom were Inuit, Indians and Métis. Today, the 
legislative assembly has grown to 24 elected members. 
Although the legal status of the commissioner has not changed 
in the period, this de facto role has diminished considerably, 
and most of his powers have been effectively delegated to the 
executive council. A symbolic demonstration of this transition 
took place in February 1986 when the commissioner, under 
instruction from the minister of Indian Affairs and Northern De- 
velopment, relinquished the chairmanship of the executive 
council to the government leader, thereby removing himself 
from the day to day operations of the government. 


In keeping with their rapid progression toward respon- 
sible government, the territorial governments were delivering 
most provincial-type programs by the early 1970s. They now 
have active roles in education, local government, property and 
civil rights, direct taxation, game resources and social and eco- 
nomic affairs. However, the federal government still has 
responsibility for prosecutions of criminal offences, health (sta- 
tus Indian and Inuit), labour relations (private sector), airports, 
new road construction, inland fisheries and the power to amend 
territorial constitutions. The federal government also has 
responsibility for over 90 per cent of the territories’ land and 
resources. The transfer of these provincial-type programs is 
a central element of the evolution of northern governments. 


Significant changes have also taken place in the funding 
arrangements between the federal government and the 
territories. As a result, the federal government now has little, 
if any, direct control on how territorial monies are spent. Be- 
fore 1985, the territorial governments received most of their 
funding from the federal government in the form of negotiated 
annual grants. These negotiations occasionally involved federal 
approval of territorial policies. In 1981, a federal-territorial task 
force recommended that an alternate funding mechanism be 
established. There was general agreement that the existing 
process was inconsistent with the growing level of political 
maturity in the territories. 


In 1985/86, a new system of formula grants was 
introduced for a three-year trial period. The formula involves 
the indexing of territorial government base year expenditures 
by an escalator obtained from the growth rate of provincial and 
municipal expenditures. The amount reached is then offset by 
deducting revenues generated within the territories. The in- 
troduction of this mechanism permits the territorial govern- 


ments to plan, budget and spend according to their own pri- 
orities without having to justify the expenditures to the federal 
government and with annual increases determined by the for- 
mula rather than through negotiations. The requirement to set 
priorities within given budgets has increased territorial respon- 
sibility and accountability and may eventually provide an in- 
centive for territorial governments to raise their own taxes, 
where possible, based on their own priorities. 


The cumulative effect of these changes is that the 
effective powers and responsibilities of the territorial govern- 
ments have been enhanced to the point where they set their 
own priorities and allocate resources in accordance with the 
wishes of elected representatives. The influence of the com- 
missioners and the minister of Indian Affairs and Northern De- 
velopment in territorial affairs has declined correspondingly. 
A symbolic demonstration of this change is that territorial 
governments participate as independent entities, either fully 
or as observers, at federal/provincial meetings and first 
ministers conferences. However, most of these changes are 
based on administrative measures, ad hoc conventions or 
letters of instruction to the commissioners from the minister 
of Indian Affairs and Northern Development. 


Although changes in the past 15 years have made the 
territorial governments operate very much like those of the 
provinces, neither the powers of the governments nor their 
methods of operation have a constitutional base. The powers 
of the two territories are set out in two federal statutes: the Yu- 
kon Act and the Northwest Territories Act. While those pow- 
ers are very much like the powers of a province under section 
92 of the Constitution Act of 1867, the Yukon Act and the North- 
west Territories Act legally vest the powers of government in 
the commissioners. The acts say nothing of an executive coun- 
cil whose advice must be taken and suggests a comprehen- 
sive capacity for ministerial control. Instructions from the 
minister to the commissioners and nothing more enduring set 
out the system of administering the powers of the territorial 
governments. Furthermore, all territorial legislation is automat- 
ically subject to federal legislation and the powers of reserva- 
tion and disallowance. While it has been suggested the terri- 
tories already have responsible government by virtue of cus- 
tomary usage and convention, the fact remains that the feder- 
al government is ultimately responsible in law for the 
action of the territorial executive. More specifically, while the 
powers of direction and disallowance have not been 
imposed, these are nevertheless robust prerogatives which 
could be exercised by the minister and the governor-in-council 
at any time. 


However, the greatest difference between the provinces 
and the territories is the ownership of Crown lands and the 
administration and control over natural resources. In all 
provinces, Crown lands are the property of the province. Each 
province has jurisdiction over the resources within its territo- 
ry. In the territories, these belong to, and are managed by, the 
federal government. 


Confirming Responsible Government 


Successive governments have confirmed the federal 
interest in the political evolution of the North. Under the Govern- 
ment Organization Act of 1966, the new Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development was accorded responsibil- 
ities of a ‘‘provincial‘‘ character with respect to the develop- 
ment of resources in the NWT and in the Yukon, having in mind 


the probable development some day of one or more provinces 
there. The objective was to ensure northerners would not be 
separated from their resources and that social policy would 
not be separated from economic policy. 


Northerners expect their governments to continue 
evolving towards full provincial status. Under the Meech Lake 
Accord, the establishment of new provinces would require a 
constitutional amendment approved by all existing provinces 
and the federal government. Consequently, the federal govern- 
ment can no longer unilaterally confer provincial status. But 
it Can support and encourage the evolution of responsible 
government by transferring responsibility for the administra- 
tion and management of the remaining provincial-type 
programs. 


While provincial status may not be achieved in the short- 
term, there is an expectation that the Yukon Act and North- 
west Territories Act will be amended at some time to confirm 
the completeness of responsible government in the North and 
the legal and constitutional security northerners are seeking 
short of provincehood. Furthermore, once claims have been 
settled, territorial governments may ultimately seek ownership 
of surface lands and resources, consistent with the 1930 Natur- 
al Resources Transfer Act. This would require constitutional 
amendments to create a new ‘‘Crown”’ for the benefit of north- 
ern governments. 


Given the current political and land claims initiatives 
taking place in the NWT and Yukon, major proposals for con- 
stitutional change are unlikely over the next four to five years. 
It is conceivable, however, that proposals for the NWT and Yu- 
kon could form a comprehensive package which would bring 
the territories into a new and different relationship within the 
Canadian constitutional framework during the last decade of 
the century. 


Joining the Political Mainstream 


There are four important and interrelated issues that are 
central to successful political development in the North: 


e the transfer of remaining provincial-type responsibilities 
to the territorial governments; 


e the protection of aboriginal rights; 


e the settlement of constitutional questions affecting the 
Northwest Territories; and 


e the development of sustainable regional economies. 


These issues reflect the different and sometimes diver- 
gent,perceptions and expectations that exist in northern soci- 
ety and involve unresolved debates about the future of the 
North and its strategic relevance to important and enduring 
national interests, including Arctic sovereignty. 


Transfer of Provincial-type Powers 


The territorial governments already have responsibility 
for managing most provincial-type programs. Both have 
demonstrated the political and administrative competence to 
manage these programs effectively. Northerners are now pre- 
pared to assume responsibility for the remaining provincial- 


type programs, including management of the North’s natural 
resources. Like people in all other regions of Canada, 
northerners expect their land and resources to be controlled 
by a government which is accountable primarily to people in 
the North. 


For northerners, the transfer of responsibility for natur- 
al resources is at the heart of political evolution. It is also a 
clear indication that the federal government recognizes the po- 
litical maturity of territorial governments and is committed to 
furthering the political evolution of the North within the Cana- 
dian federation. 


Oil and gas is unquestionably the key transfer and a pri- 
ority of the Government of the Northwest Territories. Although 
oil and gas development is currently in a lull, production from 
Amauligak in the 1990s will require quick responses from 
government on the conditions under which this prospect can 
be produced and transported to market. A northern accord 
which responds to the aspirations of territorial governments 
would provide the political stability necessary to develop 
northern oil and gas resources. It would also give northerners 
the tools for economic development, while at the same time 
it would encourage greater fiscal responsibility by letting 
northerners increasingly seek solutions, negotiate trade-offs 
and set their own priorities. In the longer term it could lead to 
greater economic independence and self-reliance. Negotiation 
of anorthern oil and gas accord also would be consistent with 
the 1985 Frontier Energy Policy. 


The effect of transferring provincial-type programs still 
administered by the federal government in terms of dollars and 
person-years is relatively minimal. 


All Provincial - Type 
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Within the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development, the Northern Affairs Program is responsible for 
most of the North’s natural resources. It administers and 
manages lands, forests, water, minerals, oil, gas and provincial- 
type environmental management functions. Northerners now 
want to assume responsibility for managing these resources. 
The transfer of both renewable and non-renewable programs 
will facilitate the development and implementation of an in- 
tegrated management approach and could lead to a simpli- 
fied and stream-lined regulatory regime. 


The Northern Affairs Program also has federal-type 
responsibilities. Approximately 24 per cent of its budget and 
23 per cent of its person-years are related to functions of the 
federal government which would continue to exist even if all 
provincial-type powers were transferred to the territorial govern- 
ments. Ultimately, these resources will be transferred to 
appropriate federal departments once the Northern Program 
is fully dismantled. 


In terms of government’s overall expenditures in the 
North, it is worth noting that within DIAND, the Northern Af- 
fairs Program has a budget of approximately $117 million (ex- 
cluding formula funding) and a person year allotment of ap- 
proximately 668, including Canada Oil and Gas Lands Adminis- 
tration (COGLA). This represents only seven per cent of govern- 
ment’s (including territorial governments) overall expenditures 
in the North. 


Planned Expenditures For 1986-87 
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Guidelines have been developed which will be used as 
a basis for discussion with territorial governments on the trans- 
fer of all remaining provincial-type programs, including those 
currently the responsibility of other federal departments. The 
guidelines ensure that programs will be transferred in an 
orderly and cost-effective manner and emphasize the trans- 
fer of existing A-base resources. Under the guidelines, each 
transfer requires both Treasury Board and Cabinet approval. 


Successful transfer of remaining provincial-type 
programs is in large part dependent on the continued support 
of native people. The Yukon government is working with the 
Council of Yukon Indians (CYI) to ensure transfers continue 
at a pace with which both the territorial government and the 
CYI are comfortable and in a manner that ensures that aborigi- 
nal rights and interests are not prejudiced. The Northern Cana- 
da Power Commission (NCPC) has now been trans- 
ferred, and discussions are currently underway on the trans- 
fer of forestry management, and mine safety. 


In the NWT, the Déné-Meéetis are working with the GNWT 
to define their involvement in the transfer of these provincial- 
type programs. The GNWT has now assumed responsibility 
for forestry management and NCPC. The GNWT and the Déneé- 
Métis are also working on a process to integrate the objectives 
of land claims and political development in the transfer of land 
and water management. However, the Inuit feel that no major 
additional program transfers should take place until the ques- 
tion of division is resolved. 


Settlement of Comprehensive Land Claims 


Settlement of comprehensive land claims remains a fun- 
damental northern imperative and symbolizes most dramatical- 
ly the diverse cultures, values and aspirations of northern socie- 
ty. Native people want to decide how their cultures will evolve 
and how they will exercise powers within the broader 
framework of public government. 


Claims settlements are important for both 
native and non-native people alike. For native people, 
settlements will provide the land and resources necessary to 
maintain traditional activities and to participate in new 
economic ventures. It will also provide them with a voice in 
the management and development of the North’s resources. 
For non-natives, settlements are important in paving the way 
for transfer of provincial-type responsibilities, in resolving the 
question of aboriginal title to federal lands and in creating a 
climate of certainty for business and industry over the legal 
and regulatory regimes in the territories. 


There is an important linkage between claims and 
northern political development. Claims settlements will give 
claimant groups private ownership over specific lands and 
resources and will recognize particular aboriginal interests in 
relation to environmental concerns, particularly as those 
concerns relate to wildlife management and the use of water 
and land. Furthermore, given that settlements will have 
protected status in the constitution, territorial governments will 
have to accommodate those claims provisions that guarantee 
the participation of claimant groups in government institutions. 
The challenge facing northern governments is to develop 
institutions and structures of public administration which 
accommodate the rights and interests of native people. At the 
same time, they must be accountable to the legislative 
assembly and responsive to the needs and aspirations of all 
northern residents. 


Over the past 14 years, negotiations have been on- 
going on four comprehensive claims: the Council of Yukon In- 
dians (CYI); the Déné/Métis (Mackenzie Valley); the Com- 
mittee for Original Peoples’ Entitlement (COPE) located in the 
Beaufort Sea area; and, the Tungavik Federation of Nunavut 
(TFN) located in the central and eastern Arctic. A settlement 
was reached with COPE in 1984 and has now been largely 
implemented. The remaining claims are at different stages of 
negotiation. In Yukon, an agreement-in-principle was con- 
cluded with CY] in 1984, but ratification by all component bands 
was not secured. Some of the bands that accepted the agree- 
ment are prepared to finalize a settlement quickly, while others 
have concerns that it will take longer to resolve. In the 
Mackenzie Valley, intensive negotiations over the past several 
months with the Déné/Meétis have resulted in an agreement 
on the components of an overall agreement-in-principle which 
is currently being reviewed by the Déné/Metis constituency. 
The TFN is also working towards an agreement-in-principle by 
spring 1989 but progress may be more difficult because of the 
Inuit’s desire to move concurrently on political issues that fall 
outside the comprehensive claims policy. In all cases specific 
settlement proposals must be approved by the federal govern- 
ment, consistent with the recently approved comprehensive 
claims policy. 


Division of the Northwest Territories 


While Yukon. has already achieved Cabinet respon- 
sible government, in the Northwest Territories the process of 
political development will take time as residents work to reach 
an agreement on major issues of constitutional change and 
the structures and powers of government, including the ques- 
tion of division. 


The idea of dividing the Northwest Territories is not new, 
Historically, the Northwest Territories has been subdivided on 
several occasions to carve out new territories, to create new 
provinces and to make additions to existing provinces. The 
territory of Yukon (1898) and the provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan (1905) were created from the NWT. As late as 
1912, major additions were made to the provinces of Manitoba, 
Ontario and Quebec. 


Since then, there have been various proposals to divide 
the NWT. In the 1960s, the federal government introduced a 
bill in the House of Commons to divide the NWT into an eastern 
and western territory, primarily for administrative reasons. It 
died on the order paper when the House was dissolved for the 
1965 federal election. Most of the reasons put forward for 
division in the early 1960s are still relevant. In addition, the 
desire for an Inuit homeland in the Eastern Arctic has become 
a significant factor driving the division process. 


In April 1982, a territory-wide plebiscite held by the 
legislative assembly demonstrated that, of the 51 per cent of 
eligible voters who cast votes, 56 per cent supported the idea 
of division. The legislative assembly subsequently establish- 
ed a Constitutional Alliance to reach a consensus on a boun- 
dary and to develop proposals for new territorial constitutions. 
Major native organizations and the legislative assembly are 
represented in the Alliance. 


The federal government has considered the issue on 
several occasions in the past few years. In February 1985, the 
minister of DIAND affirmed the government's general com- 
mitment to division provided that a territorial consensus 
emerged on a boundary, the location of administrative centres 
and the distribution of powers among local, regional and 
territorial levels of government. To date, the Alliance has been 
funded a total of $4.4 million, with a further $.3 million 
earmarked for ratification purposes. 


On January 15, 1987 the Constitutional Alliance reached 
an agreement on a ‘‘Boundary and Constitutional Agreement 
for the Implementation of Division of the Northwest Territories". 
The agreement included provision for a formal ratification pro- 
cess which included a territorial plebiscite on the proposed 
boundary and, eventually, on the provisions of new territorial 
constitutions. October 1991 was identified as a target date for 
division. 

The legislative assembly subsequently approved the 
agreement and agreed to proceed with a plebiscite on May 
20, 1987 provided the Déné-Meétis and TFN claimant groups 
reached an agreement on the overlapping claims boundaries 
by April 1. The subsequent failure to reach an agreement will 
undoubtedly mean a hiatus and perhaps some rethinking of 
the matter by all respective groups. While the plebiscite was 
not held on May 20, the long history of this issue, the persis- 
tent support across the NWT for political change and the strong 


commitment of the Inuit to the concept of Nunavut will ensure 
that the question of division of the NWT will persist. 


The federal government has been consistent in its 
position that the process of division, the selection of a bound- 
ary and the development of appropriate constitutions should 
be a northern-based process. This approach is not only respon- 
sive to northern aspirations for political self-determination but 
will also encourage northerners to assume greater political 
responsibility and accountability. 


The constitutional protection of aboriginal and treaty 
rights has had a major impact on discussions about the future 
political development of the territories. The general consensus 
among aboriginal groups is that land claim agreements, 
although vital and protected constitutionally, are not in 
themselves sufficient guarantees of aboriginal rights. 
Consequently, they feel that any new political institutions in 
the North must complement claims settlements and that any 
new territorial constitutions must recognize and protect 
aboriginal rights. In effect, they want to define Indian and In- 
uit self-government within government institutions, not in 
separate structures as is the case in other regions of Canada. 
The federal government has the flexibility in the North to 
allow territorial governments to evolve in ways that might not 
be possible South of 60°. 


While northerners expect to develop their own consti- 
tutions and institutions of government which accommodate the 
unique social fabric of the North, there is a federal interest in 
ensuring that constitutional development in the North is 
consistent with the Constitution Act and the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms; that it results in the creation of stable govern- 
ment; that it accommodates the self-government aspirations 
of aboriginal residents particularly at the community level and 
that it provides adequate levels of public services. The feder- 
al government also has an interest in the cost of public ad- 
ministration over such a large and diverse geographical region. 


While government policy has been non-intervention, it 
has been based on the following principles: 


e Northern governments will be public governments; 


e Northern government structures and processes should 
both respect comprehensive claim settle- 
ments and be responsive to the political and cultural in- 
terests of aboriginal and non-aboriginal peoples living 
in the North; and 


e The political rights of native northerners should be dealt 
with primarily in the process of northern political 
development. 


Economic Change 


Northern political expectations are strong and have built 
a considerable momentum over the years. Rapid population 
growth and the increasing adoption of the ‘‘southern’”’ way of 
living with its associated expectations and standards have 
made job creation a priority. Yet, the fulfillment of these ex- 
pectations is ultimately and critically linked to the ability of the 
northern economy to provide employment, income and govern- 
ment revenues. The following sections review major trends and 
prospects for the northern economy. 
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Northern economic growth over the past 15 years has 
been based on the rapid growth of government expenditures, 
oil and gas exploration, mining and, to a lesser extent, renew- 
able resource exploitation and tourism. The situation over the 
next decade will be very different. Government cannot 
continue to expand at the same pace. Oil and gas prospects 
are uncertain and unpredictable. Mining will continue to be 
important but may provide fewer jobs because of internation- 
al competition and increasing capital intensity. This means that 
tourism and the commercialization of the renewable resource 
sector will play a relatively greater role in providing jobs for 
a rapidly growing population. 


The population of the northern territories has grown from 
25,000 in 1951 to 75,500 in 1986, or at an average annual rate 
of 4.6 per cent, which is about twice the national average. The 
northern ethnic mixture has meanwhile changed from that of 
a native majority to a small non-native majority. 


NORTHERN POPULATION 
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In the NWT, over 52,000 people live in some 65 commu- 
nities and camps distributed over 3.4 million square kilometres, 
an area one and one half times the size of the three prairie 
provinces combined. The native population, with one of the 
highest rates of natural increase in Canada, comprises 
58.6 per cent of the total territorial population (41.5 per cent 
non-native, 16 per cent Déné, 35 per cent Inuit, 5.5 per cent 
Métis and 2 per cent multiple aboriginal). The Yukon, with an 
area of 482,515 square kilometres, or about two-thirds the size 
of Saskatchewan, contains over 23,500 people, 5,000 of whom 
are natives. 


Average per capita and family incomes in both territo- 
ries are higher than national averages. However, in the smaller 
communities, native incomes are about one-third those of non- 
natives. While non-native northerners are among the most high- 
ly educated Canadians, educational attainment among native 
people remains far below national standards although there 
has been some progress. Figure 4 shows the income per cap- 
ita for natives and non-natives for 1980. 
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Government is the largest employer in the North, 
accounting for 30 per cent to 40 per cent of total employment. 
In the private sector, mining is the most important activity, but, 
with the exception of gold, current prospects in the NWT are 
not bright. In the Yukon, mining was depressed during the early 
1980’s, but has now recovered. Oil and gas exploration in the 
NWT has had a strong economic impact on many communities, 
but because of low oil and gas prices, the mixed results of 
exploration to date, and the cessation of the Petroleum Incen- 
tives Program, it will likely play a much smaller role in the 
medium-term future. 


LABOUR FORCE BY INDUSTRY 


North Canada 
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In the Yukon, tourism is the third most important sector 
after government and mining, although much of the employ- 
ment in the sector is seasonal. Between 1970 and 1986, 
entries at border crossings increased from 156,000 to over 
400,000. Expenditures by visitors increased from $10 million 
to $91 million. In 1986, some 1,000 establishments and 
services benefited from tourism activities. In the NWT, most 
tourism activity occurs in the west where communities are 


accessible by both road and air. Despite its enormous poten- 
tial, tourism is not yet well developed. Tourists numbered 
only 47,500 in 1986, with revenues totalling $50 Million. 
However, over 500 small businesses benefited. 


Renewable resource activities include the use and 
management of terrestrial wildlife, fish, marine mammals, 
forests and agriculture. While such activities tend to be small- 
scale and supplemental to other sources of income, they are 
very important to the well-being of northern communities, 
particularly for native northerners. Many native people obtain 
more than half their food from the land. Trapping and, in the 
eastern arctic, sealing, have been long-standing sources of 
cash income. 


The forests of the Yukon are used primarily for sawlogs, 
round logs, fuelwood, seed collection and dimensional lumber 
worth over $2 million a year. The forest sector has employed 
about 30 full-time employees annually during the past five years 
in 3 full-time and 16 part-time mills. Forestry in the NWT has 
supported 10 sawmills which produced lumber, roundwood and 
fuelwood estimated to be worth about $5 million during recent 
years. Firewood is still used in smaller communities and can 
outrank lumber production in its use of the forest resource. 


Economic Prospects 


Three concerns underscored the need to reassess 
northern economic policy: demographic pressures; declining 
major resource activity and the northern economy’s 
dependence on government expenditures. 


Demographic Pressures 


When viewed against the economic prospects for the 
territories, the demography of the northern native population 
points to an impending crisis. The unemployment rate among 
native northerners, at 50 per cent in some communities, is one 
of the highest in Canada. This situation is aggravated by the 
fact that 55 per cent of the native population is under 20 and 
is just becoming economically active. In contrast, more than 
half of the non-native people, many of whom occupy prime 
administrative, technical and professional jobs, are found in 
the 20 to 45 age group. 


NORTHERN AGE GROUPS, 1981 
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The possibility of replacing non-native employees with 
native northerners, thereby decreasing unemployment among 
native people, is limited by low native educational attainment 
and the wide dispersion of native settlements. Moreover, the 
kinds of high-pressure conditions which have recently pro- 
moted rapid labour force adaptation, such as oil and gas 
exploration in the Beaufort Sea, have now ended. 


POPULATION 15+ WITH NO 
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Declining Major Resource Activity 


During the past two decades, mining and oil and gas 
have been particularly important sources of income and 
employment in the territories. However, world market condi- 
tions have now changed so greatly that the major resource 
industries cannot be expected to generate the activity they have 
in the past. Other industrial sectors such as tourism and 
renewable resources may be able to take up some of the slack 
but they are, for the most part, greatly underdeveloped relative 
to their potential. For the next several years, native northerners 
will likely be unemployed or work only occasionally in a 
shrunken labour market. While many native people can place 
increased reliance on hunting and fishing for food in times of 
reduced employment, most can no longer pursue these 
activities without cash incomes from wage employment. 
Moreover, a growing native population raises the question of 
how much additional hunting could be supported by resources 
readily accessible to communities before there was serious 
overharvesting. 


While the major resource industries are currently 
depressed, it is only a matter of time before they will again 
require quick and clear responses from government on the 
conditions under which they can bring favourable prospects 
into production. Programs such as the Northern Oil and Gas 
Action Program should be continued and, as necessary, 
modified in light of changing conditions to ensure that govern- 
ment maintains its ability to react quickly and knowledgeably 
to industry initiatives. 
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Government Expenditures 


During the past four decades, government expenditures 
have been the main force driving the northern economy. In the 
1950’s large expenditures were made because the North was 
far behind the rest of Canada in basic social infrastructure. 
There were few houses, schools, hospitals or health stations. 
Much of what government has spent over the past forty years 
has gone to raising the quality of public services in small, 
isolated communities to national standards, a goal which has 
not yet been fully achieved. 


COSTS-BUILDINGS 
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The per capita costs of providing services in the North 
is very high because of small community size, great distances 
and the severe climate. By way of example, the above chart 
shows the capital and operating costs for a building in White- 
horse or Yellowknife are almost twice as high as a compara- 
ble building in Toronto. The cost differential increases for com- 
munities in remoter regions of the North.This discrepancy 
would be the same for other indicators such as educational 
or health services. 


NORTHERN ECONOMY 
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From 1971 to 1985, federal expenditures in the 
territories increased from $131 million to $1,933 million, 
including transfers to the territorial governments and, since 
1982, payments under the Petroleum Incentives Program (PIP). 
Even without PIP payments, 1985 federal expenditures approx- 
imated $1,262 million. Conversely, revenues received by the 
federal government from the territories have always fallen short 
of expenditures, equalling 45 per cent of expenditures in 1971 
and 20 per cent in 1985 (or 30 per cent if PIP payments are 
excluded). Transfers to the territorial governments have 
remained the largest component of federal expenditures in the 
North, excluding PIP. These grew from $64 million in 1971 to 
$680 million in 1985, or from 49 per cent to 54 per cent as a 
proportion of federal expenditures in the North. 
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Since 1974, total public sector expenditure on (though 
not necessarily in) the territories, excluding PIP grants, has 
experienced a 13.2 per cent average annual rate of growth. 
After adjusting for inflation, government expenditures in the 
North doubled between 1973/74 and 1987/88. Territorial 
government expenditures as a proportion of total expenditures 
increased from 45 per cent in 1973/74 to 55 per cent in 1985/86. 
Although a large portion of territorial expenditure has always 
been funded by federal transfer payments, an increase of 10 
per cent signifies a substantial transfer of federal spending 
responsibility. 


Renewable Resources and Tourism 


Because the major non-renewable resource sectors are 
in relative decline, tourism and the commercial use of renew- 
able resources could play a greater role in providing jobs for 
a growing population. In the Yukon, tourism has good possi- 
bilities for further growth because of the territory’s own unique 
history, its favourable location next to Alaska, a well developed 
transportation infrastructure and the natural advantages 
provided by the Yukon’s geography. The success of the NWT 
pavillion at Expo 86 and the growing interest of the U.S. tourist 
industry are signs of the great potential for a major 
increase in tourism in the Northwest Territories. If the poten- 
tial is great, the challenge is unique. Both territorial govern- 
ments are aware that the development of sophisticated pack- 
ages targetted for up-scale North American consumers are a 
prerequisite to Success. 


The commercial use of renewable resources could play 
a larger role than it has historically. Northern foodstuffs such 
as arctic char and whitefish have already entered the Canadi- 
an and international quality food market. Meats such as 
reindeer and muskox were popular at Expo 86. Nevertheless, 
Canada is still far behind other northern countries, such as the 
Scandinavian countries, in the development of a northern diet. 
More could also be done in some parts of the North with local 
agriculture, greenhousing and the use of local lumber for 
housing. 


In cooperation with the territorial governments, the 
federal government funds several programs to expand the local 
economy through small business, tourism and resource 
projects. These include the Canada/NWT Economic Development 
Agreement, the Canada/Yukon Economic Development Agree- 
ment, the Inuit Economic Development Program, the 
Eskimo Loan Fund, the Co-operatives Development Program 
(1983) and Special ARDA. Such programs have had a large im- 
pact on local development in a region which is severely short of 
capital, managerial expertise, markets and all of the institutional 
support which more economically mature regions take for grant- 
ed. 


The rising importance of renewable resource utilization and 
tourism to the northern economy will require conservation and 
development of the supporting resource base and institutions. This 
involves achieving sustainable harvest levels of wildlife, fish, 
marine mammals, forests and agricultural products, and ensuring 
the maintenance of the natural systems which produce them.

Government Resources 


Because of demographic trends, rising expectations, 
real socio-economic needs and high costs, the gap between 
government expenditures and revenues is likely to grow rather 
than decrease. Federal revenues may decline further because 
of decreased oil, gas and mineral activity. Federal expendi- 
tures, including transfers to the territories, will probably 
continue to grow, although the rate could be moderated if, for 
example, the territorial governments raised more revenues in 
their own tax fields and community self-reliance was increased 
through activities such as tourism. Direct federal expenditures 
could also be reduced if the territorial governments were given 
a share of federal resource revenues collected in the 
territories. However, for the next decade and a half such 
revenues may prove to be well below historic values in real 
terms. 


Given the federal government’s policy of fiscal restraint, 
it is increasingly important that existing resources are used 
effectively in terms of current needs and objectives. There may 
be better, more efficient and more satisfactory ways of 
providing government services than those currently being 
used. These could, for example, include more decentralized 
government services and affirmative action programs to 
achieve better representation by long-term northerners in 
government jobs. 
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THE NORTH - A NATIONAL INTEREST 


In the 1980s, arctic sovereignty has emerged as the 
most important national interest in the North and a priority of 
government. Following the passage of the U.S. Coast Guard 
icebreaker Polar Sea through the Northwest Passage in 
August 1985, government undertook a number of steps to 
affirm sovereignty over Canada’s archipelagic waters. These 
include the establishment of straight baselines around the 
perimeter of the Archipelago, the introduction of the 
Canadian Laws Offshore Application Act, the construction of 
the Polar Class 8 icebreaker and increased military surveillance 
of the arctic. The minister of DIAND was also assigned lead 
responsibility on a number of specific initiatives including the 
development of recommendations to establish a Canadian 
Polar Research Commission early settlement of the Inuit land 
claim, early settlement of constitutional questions affecting the 
NWT and development of long term strategies for utilization 
of the Northwest Passage. 


The report on Canada’s International Relations which 
was presented to Parliament on December 4, 1986 also con- 
stitutes a major statement on Canada’s foreign policy and gives 
a prominent position to Arctic issues and the circumpolar north. 
The report stresses the importance of international bilateral 
arrangements with circumpolar countries on scientific research, 
socio-economic, cultural and environmental issues, navigation 
and industrialization. It also recommends amending the 
Arctic Waters Pollution Prevention Act to prepare for future 
commercial transportation through the high arctic. 


Although the federal government's role in the North is 
changing, it will continue to have a special interest in the North. 
Increasingly the Arctic region is the focus of international and 
national attention. This attention spans a broad range of 
issues including national security, the political development 
of the North, its economic potential, protection of aboriginal 
rights, expanding our scientific knowledge of the Arctic through 
the development of a northern focused research capability, pro- 
tection of the North’s unique environment and conservation 
of nationally important natural areas. This convergence of 
interest and activity will make it increasingly vital to ensure 
policy consistency and integrity in addressing these major 
issues over the next decade. The transfer of its provincial-type 
responsibilities to the North will enable the federal government 
to better focus its attention on these important national issues. 


The development of strong, independent northern 
governments is not only important to the evolution of the North, 
it is ultimately a fundamental national interest. Peaceful use 
and occupancy of Canada’s North is the strongest expression 
of Canadian Arctic sovereignty and a major consideration in 
the development of a political and economic policy for the 
North. In the final analysis, strong, fully representative and 
accountable governments, supported by sustainable regional 
economies are not only desirable objectives for northerners, but 
important to all Canadians.
